The  noise  level  of  our  environment  is  doubling  every  ten  years.  Not 
only  can  noise  cause  a  hearing  loss  or  disability,  but  over  a  long  period 
of  time  can  lead  to  cardiovascular,  glandular,  respiratory,  and  neurological 
disorders.
